Perhaps it Is not known to niatiy 
that on petition of a few citizens the 
Selectmen have no alternative hut to lay 
out and report the laying out of streets 
lo the town meeting for action. 

Uanally the laying out of new streets 
are the last thing to come before the 
town meeting, and only the interested 
parties wait, and of course they arc 
voted. The money that should go tu im- 
proving the old streets go Into the new, 
and we have additional streets lo care 
for. In other [places peo|)le who have 
land to sell have to survey, lay out and 
build their own streets mid sidewalks, 
and grade and drain them before they 
are accepted. We have thousands of 
house lots going to waste along our pre- 
sent highways with water, gas, tiL'd in 
some cases sidewalks where the town 
would have scarcely a plollar lo lay out. 

There is a call for the extension of 
Burton ierriice iilioiii liulf of w hich goes 
tlii'oiigh a swamp, the oilier lialf one 
side of a swaiiiii. AL t the parlies owning 
a little liiiid ill tiack iiave Hie [iresiiiiiplloii 
to ask tlie town tp) lay out §UH)i) in- more 
to eiialile them tp) sell a little lainl they 
have in back. .Another ease, a party sold 
some back land in Norlli AA’eymoiiili on 
the promise of liiillding: a street.

Ex- 
ce|>t in a little [lart of the north [larl of 
the town we me blessed with stee|) 
grades. Tile expense would lie light and 
we would bring valuable land under cnlt'- 
vutiun. A part of the expense should be 
assessed to the ones being beiiellled. If 
the town has imt got that iiiitliority, it 
should have onr Hepreseiituiive to the 
(ieiieial Court get tiiisy mid gel it for ns.

John L Knglnnd, a pioneer In the Weal 
and a brother of Mra. John Strelferd of 
Quincy avenue, Braintree, died Jan. 29, 
1917 from dlahetea, aged 75 yeara, lb 
montha.

Weymouth has two new members 
on its Board of Selectmen and a new 
chairman, as a result of the Annual 
Town Election on Monday. Henry E. 
Hanley, who was high man, has been 
eieclcd chairman. The new memiters 
are Aifred W. Hastings of South 
Weymoutii and .Tosepii Kelley of 
Weymouth Landing wlio iinislied 
second and tiiird in the race. Brad* 
ford Hawes and George L. Newton 
were re-elected, while Edwawl W. 
Hunt was in sixth place, .57 votes 
behind Mr. Newton. H. Franklin 
Ferry tlie other candidate, did not 
make as good a allowing as last year, 
his only gain lieing in Precinct 1. 
As in 11116 all wards arc represented 
on the board. 


The totals of Messrs FAwiley, 
Hawes, Hunt and Perry were not as 
large as last year, but Mr. Hastings 
received more than the retiring mem- 
ber from his precinct last year. Mr. 
Kelley gained in every precinct, his 
total being 163 larger than last year. 
Mr. Newton gained in Precincts 1, 
3 and 5, and lost in the others, his 
total being 49 larger. 

The total vote cast ^ '.1802, a 
gain of 78 over last year, but there 
1121 more Idanks than in 1916, so 
that nearly every voter cast one more 
blank than usual. The 3573 blank 
j votes show that on an average ev®ry 
voter cast two blanks.

Weymouth’s majority against the 
sale of intoxicating liipiors was the 
largest ever recorded, 388 In a total 
vote of 1802. It was 78 larger than 
last year, and 28 above liigli water- 
mark in 1912. 

Tlie No vote of 968 has been larg- 
er, but only in two years, wlien tlierc 
was more of a contest tliun this year. 

Tlie Yes vote of 580 was tlie smal- 
lest in recent years, iicing 604 last 
year, 787 in 1915, 696 in 1914, and 
780 in 1913. 

Every precinct of tlie town gave a 
majority against License, Iicing the 
largest in Precinct 5 and 1 , and the 
smallest in Precincts 6, 2 and 3.

The owner or keeper of a 
dog may at any time liave it licensed nulil 
the llrst day of April following; and a 
person who becomes the owner or keeper 
of a dog after the llrst day of April, 
which is not duly lic.eused, and the owner 
or keeper of a dog not duly licensed 
which becomes three mouths old after 
the thirly-llrsl day of March in auy year 
sliall, when it is three inunth old, cause it 
to be registered, numbercil, ilescrlbed, 
licensed and collared as provided in the 
preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every liceuse 
shall be two dollars for a male dog and 
live dollars for a female dog, unless a ' 
certillcate of a registered veterinarian , 
who performed the operation has been I 
Hied with the city or town clerk that said ' 
female ilog has been spayed and has 
thereby been deprived of the power of 
propagation, in which ease the fee shall 
be two dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs 
kept for breeding purposes, may annually 
receive a license authori/.ing him to keep 
such dogs upon the premises described iu 
the license. If the nuinber of dogs so 
kept does not e.xceed live, the fee for 
such liceuse shall be twenty-live dollars, 
and if the number of dogs exceed live, 
the fee shall he llfty dollars, aud no fee 
shall be rei|uired for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper which are under the age 
of six mouths.

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WE ARE GOING TO WAR 
SAYS SENATOR WEEKS 

Notable Address at Ladies’ Night at the Men’s 
Club of Clapp Memorial Association 

“ \Vi> lire goiiip' t<i }r(‘t inti) tlio war next week, in my ophiion, and 
the navy will hear the first hrnnt of it," said Senator John W Weeks 
at the ladies' nifrlit of the Men's (’Inh of the Clapp Memorial Assneia- 

tioii. , 

••We are now on the l.rink of one of tlie tliree or four most nn- 
])ortant events in tlie life of the Repul)lie. .We have been very eom- 
plaoent and tranqnil in all of this world turmoil, but now we are 
goin;.' into the war. 

• It is for eviM-yone of us to find out the thing he can do. and then 
let us show that we are fit to be Amei^iean eitizens and fit to be a na- 
tion. If we don't, we shall get a beating sooner nr later. If we don't 
(In \\ we are hopelessly lost and will deserve any ininisliment that 
may Im given to us. I ean't see why the young men of Massaehnsetts 
do not fill \ip the lanks of the militia tomorrow. 

••Whether a firmer hand might have jirevented the sinking of 
the Lusitania and subseipient events need not be argued now, for we 
find ourselves in a state of war. We are not making war on German\, 
but (Jermany is making war on us. The overt aet defined by the 
President lias been committed. I presume he has called Congress to 
meet next week in order to take tiie appropriate action. 

‘•The sinking of three ships the other day was particularly 
vicious. No attempt was made to save lives and .several of our 
citizens perished. 

••Facing a situation in which another nation is making war on us, 
there is nothing to do but protect the national honor and the lives and 
property of our eitizens. The navy is the first defense. It has never 
faile<l us, and in my judgment will not fail in this emergency.” 

After praising the navy, which he said in respect to ships is up to 
the standard of other nations,* he added-: “Such a war as we shall 
have will be a naval war, and we are in a relatively good condition. 
I am not in sympathy with criticism of our naval establishment. This 
is not the time to criticize. The navy will do its best, and its best will 

be satisfactory. . ^ a x • 

••Our army is almost negligible from the standpoint of a fighting 
force. The only way in a country like this, where wages are high, 
18 to have a sufficient reserve to answer the needs of the government 
ill cgse of war. We cannot get an effective army through the volunteer 
system or through the bounty system, or any other than universal 
training. That will give the government a reserve without depending 
merely on the willing citizen, who frequently is the best citizen. 

•‘I am shocked to find that Massachusetts needs 5000 men to fill 
its militia ranks and that the need was not filled in one day. 1 don’t 
like the volunteer system and it isn’t a good system, anyway. Men 
must be trained to fight. If young men are given six months’ train 
ing, it will make a better citizenship. 

“I favor taking every hoy of 19 or 20, training him six inonth.s, 
and jiassing him to the reserve. That will give us in a few years 
about 3,000,000 men when we need them.” 

.Senator Weeks reviewed the foreign relations of the country. 

•‘There are some doubts as to whether anything is due Colom- 
bia, ” he said, “and I am not in favor of apologies. Mr. Bryan made 
a poor trade from the standpoint of the United States. He gave 
everything and got nothing in return. I think $25,0(W,000 is much 
more than should be paid to Colombia. I have suspicions that some 
agent is planning to get a big slice of that sum and that no more than 
two-thirds or three-epiarters would go to Colombia. 

“Our relations with Mexico are as deplorable as it is possible to 
imagine. A billion dollars of American inoney is invested in that 
country, or more than twice as much as any other nation. After the 
Kuropean war nations will say to us, ‘If you are going to maintain 
the Monroe Doctrine, you must protect our interests, otherwise we 
shall laud troops and protect them ourselves.’ They will come to us 
with bills for hundreds of millions of dollars for property destroyed

in Mexico in the jiast four years. We have not dciilt with Mexico 
with a firm hand. It would be a kindi)e.ss to Mexico to give it a stable 
government and only intervention will provide that."

The President last night signed an 
executive order directing that the 
authorized enlisted strength of the 
navy be increased to 87,OUO. He was 
authorized by Congress, in case of 
emergency, to direct such increase in 
enlistment. New ships and ships in 
reserve are being fully commissioned 
as rapidly as possible and the need is 
imperative for a larger enlistment to 
man them. There has been a net in- 
crease of over six thousand five hun- 
dred in enlistment since Congress re- 
cently authorized an increase, but 
many more are needed, and needed 
now. 

Will you not emphasize th|s need by 
giving special prominence on the first 
page of your paper, to the President's 
order, p.nd also by making an editorial 
appeal for new recruits for the navy.

Ginger Pudding. — Cover llie top of 
a ginger liread before httking with a 
cupfuls of chopped almonds; n few 
raisins may he added to the hatter.

When cooking peas always save tho 
pods for soup, or boil them nnd strain 
the Ii(|nl(l, using It to 
cook the pens In, making 
n much finer flavored 
dish. For variety ndd u 
huncli of mint to green 
jieas when cooking, this 
adds a delicate flavor. 
Always save the water in 
which vegetaliles nro 
cooked either for u sauce 
to serve with them or 
to add to the soup stock, 
ns valnnhle mineral salts arc soluhlo 
In water and are lost If this is thrown 
away. 

Walnut Ice. — Cook to a thread one 
cupful of granulated sugar, one cup- 
ful of water and pour It over three 
well-beaten egg whites. To this ndd 
one pint of whipped cream, one ten- 
spoonful of vanilla, one cupful of 
chopped walnut meats, folding them 
Into the cream with care. Back in 
Ice and salt and leave until frozen, 
then cut In squares to serve. 

Hindu Salad. — Shre«l some crisp 
white lettuce leaves and arrange them 
upon salad plates. On these lay four 
slices of Uanato, cowr two with 
chopped celery and onion, the others 
with finely minced watercress. I'our 
over a plain French dressing. 

Bishop's Bread. — Beat three eggs 
and add a cupful of sugar, heating un- 
til the sugar is well dissolved ; add a 
pinch of suit and fiavoring of lemon 
or vanilla.

Oiir passengers wore thIniiihR out 
as we traveled southward; few hud 
the hardihood to enter that fever in- 
feeterl atmosphere. 

When I quitted the irnln at C.rand

"I have thought," she said, with ■ 
modest dignity which waived finther 
argument.

A flue old gentleman, but 8U 
years her senior If he's a day The 
messenger said he would not live till 
morning, and two of the guests are In 
a dying condition Here comes the 
nurse; will you go?" 

I consented, and be tbanked me 
warmly, promising to send other 
nurses as soon as they could be pro- 
cured. 

The evening shades were thickening 
when we dismissed our conveyance 
and walked up a stately avenue which 
led to the spacious mansion The 
ball door stood open, and sounds of 
mourning were heard from witbln At 
we entered some one came down the 
Stairway with a lighted taper in ber 
band It was "La Soeur Solitaire" 
Her face was white as marble and 
there were tears on her cheeks, but 
she welcomed us with a calm voice 

"I tbauk Ood you have come." she 
aatd: "we are lu great distress" 

She assigned us our plaies at once, 
and sbe heiself went fiom loom lo 
room, ministering to all.

The populnrlty of brick porches on 
fniiiip houHCH hu» bc«>u growing for n 
.number of yours. The brick iwrch has 
biM>n used to ndd the finishing touch to 
friimo construction over a period of 
years roaciiing back iieyoud the in- 
fancy of Uie face Itrick. Its rnpiii 
adoption is no <iouht lurgely explained 
l»y the develoianent which has taken 
place In the brick industry during re- 
cent years. 

The term “iirick" lias lost some of 
tile detlnlte mending whicli it, at one 
lime, possesseil. Even a generation 
;igo, when this word was spoken it 
<nlled up the image of an uninterest- 
ing, dull eoIore<i block of baked clay. 
'I'he man wlu) said, “1 am hiillding a 
iirlck porch,” imd given a complete 
meaning to ids words and his audience 
would at once understand just what 
iiialerlul would go into that porch. Let 
a man toiluy niaki* .such a statement 
and If lie has an audience whicli is at 





house wlilch needs a toiirh of modern- 
ism. gives a tangible PiiTcase of value 
to Ihe proj>erty whleh Is very aist'pt- 
nhle In ease of sale. 

I'hf' brick iMircli !« not. however, to 
be <-onsi«ieie.i as !nerely a means by | 
which old lioiises may bo modernized. 
The new house design ma.v enll for a 
lirlt'k por<‘b wbb’b will be one of tlie 
most nltrnetlve features of I’le exte- 
rior. It is usually I be ease, when ibis 
l.vp<* poH’li Is ns(*d on llie new botise, 
that Ihe foundnllon walls aliove grade 
are built up of lirlek also. TIds in- 
sures good Kuluxlantial eonsirueiion 
Kinee. In keeping the wood up frotn the 
ground, the rotting efre<’t of moisture Ir 
eliminated. In ease an outside eblm- 
ney Is tisml. tlie efTeel is pleasing In 
that all of the brickwork is eonneefed 
liy the foundation wails. 

The house sliowii In the aeeompnn?- 
Ing lllnstratlons Is of frame eonstrne- 
tlon. having the sides finished with 
lievelctl siding and tlie hip roof broken 
up with small dormers. The porch, 
foundation walls above grade and 
chimney are liullt of hriek trimmed 
with white stone. In rnrrylng out the 
decorative seheme for Ihe exterhir, ac- 
count siiould lie taken of this fact so 
that the wooden part of tlie house will 
harmonize with the lirlckwork. Tills 
will prohalily require tliat the house 
he Irlmmed in white, lint the liody color 
will depend somewhat npon the kind of 
brick selected. 

A novel decorative feature Is oh- 
talned in tlie rail of tlie poroii by lay- 
ing up the lirick in olteeker-lioard fash- 
' Ion, tlie surface lieing divided ^jito 
squares formed liy |ilaeing hriek witli 
their faces together in groups of three, 
adjacent squares having the lirick 
placed at right angles. I’anels are 
formed by bordering a doithle horizon- 
tal row of these squares with a single 
course of straight-laid brick. The stone 
coping is placed above the upper bor- 
der and a stone sill below the lower 
liorder. 

There are two entrances to tlie house 
from the street. One is from the 
front porch and the other is fty a 
side stoop leading to the kitelien. The 
front door is plneed near the end of 
tlie porch. It opens into a little vesllliulo 
off of which a large closet fitted wltli 
a shelf and providing generous space

Tlie man wlio used to build the old 
type “lirick” buildings didn't find much 
inspiration in his work. It didn't make 
iiiHcli difference how well lie did his 
work, the appearance was about the 
same in every ease. That condition 
is changed somewhat now. The ma- 
son today has the chance to show 
sometlUng of his work. The beauty of 
<-olor and texture found in the brick 
itself colla fur a harmonizing scheme 
wliicb will bring out the beauty 
thruugb the use of the most upprupri- 
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ate color and form of mortar joints. 
Tiiere 8IV many jHisslble ways of lay- 
ing brick in the walls of a building 
and the auiiject Is now a matter of lul- 
ls •rtauce with both the architect and 
hiiilder. 

Tills greater dexlblllty of architectu- 
ral ciprt-asluu which la possible in 
lirick i-ouatrucUua, us has been said, 
set-uis to be a logical explanation of 
the increased popularity of brick 
liorches. There is the fut-t, also, that 
the addition of a brick jMirch to u 


for wraps is built. Frencli doors lead 
to the living room. At the fur end 
of this room is a hay in which three 
windows are placed. These windows, 
together with one front window and 
the glazed dodrs, provide an abun- 
dance of light in the llvlpg room. It 
is certain tliat if this is to be made 
the pleasant part of the house which is 
should be, there must be plenty of 
windows to make the room naturally 
lirigtit and cheerful. 

Frencli doors are placed between 
the living room and the dining room. 
The kitchen occupies un extended cor- 
ner of the house to the rear of the din- 
ing room. This kitchen is arranged 
with convenience us the discriminating 
factor. There are three windows and 
a glazed door to hrlgliten the room. 
IhMicath the two windows In the rear 
wails there is a work taliie at one 
end of which is placed the sink and 
along the wall at tlie otlier end of 
wlilch the cupboard is built. Plenty of 
space is provided for a gas stove and 
range along the other wall. A bandy 
little closet with shelves on two sines 
opens off of the kitciien ueur the dining 
room door. 

The otlier side of the house Is 
reached from the little hall which Is 
catered from the dining room. There 
are two hedruoiiis, each of which is 
provided with a large closet. The 
front bedroom is especially well fitted 
with exceptlonuily large closet lighted 
with a single window. The bath room 
Is lUiiced lietween the kitchen and the 
rear liedroom. It is fitted with u built- 
in uuMlicIne case and u clothes chute. 
This latter feature Is u great con- 
venience and saves many steps, since it 
j is very handy to the hedroms. There 
is a linen clos4‘t at the head of tlie 
hall. Tlie Iniseiiieiit, enterisl from the 
other end of tlie hull, may be divided 
off into u furnace riHim, laundry and 
vegetable room. The laundry should be 
placed at the rear of tiie liouse so tliat 
the articles thrown into the clothes 
chute may be caught In this room. 

Classifications of Leather.

Coltskin uud bursehide are used 
principally as the base fur patent 
leather, but they are also employed in 
dull finish for men's high-grade shoes. 
Kid may be glazed, jiateut, pebbled or 
morocco, according to Ihe uuuiiog 
proceaa. 


Americans Are Buyers and Be- 
coming Settlers — Anxious to 
Get Cheap and Produc- 
tive Land. 

Itcpnrts arc tc* hand that then* a-111 
be a large influx of Peltiers from the 
Unlte<l States Into tlio Canadian West 
during tlie coming Spring. For a time 
there has been a falling off. on account 
of the fear of conscription, which of 
course was not possible, and which the 
Canadian Oovernraent gave every as- 
Burnnre would not he put into opera- 
tion. In any case it would not affect 
the American settler, and more than 
that the man who was working on the 
farm, helping to produce the grain 
that goes to feed those who are at war, 
would not he affected. 

The excellent yields of the Western 
Canada crops, and the high prices se- 
cured is having its Influence on those 
looking for home.s. The authenticated 
reports that have liecn sent out from 
time to time that tIV i farmer and that 
farmer had paid for their entire farm 
holdings out of one crop has i;enched 
the ears of the man looking for a farm. 
When he hoars that O. H. Beatty of 
Nnnton, Alberta, had G79 bushels of 
wheat from 12 acres or an average of 
66H bushels to the acre, he becomes 
Interested. When he loams that Sid- 
ney E. rhillips of Beddeford, Alberta, 
thro.shed ten hundred and fifty-three 
bushels of wheat, the average being 
62*,6 bushels per acre, his Interest is 
further aroused. Tlios. Long of Leth- 
bridge had 120 bushels of oats to the 
acre from a field of 2.’> acres, W. 
Quinn of Milk Rlvcj- had 6.094 bushels 
of wheat from 100 acres, an average 
of- 60 bushels per acre, and Robert 
Tncknberry of Nobleford makes nflldn- 
vlt that he had an average of seventy- 
six busliels of wlient per acre from a 
field of 10.03 acres. Thos. Boulton of the 
same place makes affidavit that from 
fifty acres he had a yield of fifty-three 
bushels of wlient per acre. Newell J. 
Noble's affidavit of getting 54 busliels 
per acre from 1,000 acres stands out 
I most strongly ns evidence of what the 
I wheat grower can do. This affidavit Is 
Ptrengtlicncd by a paragraph stating 
that he had 122 hushels and 30 llis. per 
acre from 394.00 acres. Mrs. Nancy 
Coe makes affidavit tliat on her farm 
! at Nolileford slie threshed six thou- 
sand one hundred and ten bushels of 
wlient from one hundred and fifteen 
acres, or flfty-tlireo liushels and eight 
Ihs. per acre, and from a flax field 
(stubble field) she got 20 bushels and 
88 pounds per acre. 

It cannot be said that these were 
freak yields because so many had such 
great success. When these reports are 
rend, the man lookiug for a farm be- 
comes convinced. 

These are only a few of the reasons 
that will enu'se a largo Influx of Amer- 
ican farmers into tlie Canadian West 
during the coming Spring.

' Community Which Doee Not Encour- 
' age Growth of Individuals and 
Industries Cannot Thrive. 

.■Speaking before the gathering of 
tuislness men of Baltimore ot a ban- 
quet In his honor, Charles M. Schwab 
«ald : “ No large Industry can thrive in 
1 community unless it enjoys tlie good 
will and the support of that conimu- 
alty.” 

That statement is ns true of the 
small Industry ns of the large Indus- 
try, and it is true of the individual 
business man ns well. 

And there is also truth in the stntc- 
nicnt that the community cannot 
tlirlve which docs not give to the Indl* 

I vidunis and to the small industries ns 
I well as to the large industries situ- 
ated tlioreln every encouragement to 
growtii and expansion. 

Co-oporntlon is tlie life of the city. 
Without it there can be no city in the 
true souse. There may be an aggre- 
gation of liouses, of businesses and ot 
people — but that does not make a city 
ns we know the city today. 

The true city of the twentieth cen- 
tury Is a place of schools, a place ot 
churches, a place of wide and well- 
paved streets, a place of playgrounds 
and of parks, a place of beauty and u 
place of culture. 

It is ns well h place where every 
man who is doing his share for tlio 
mutual welfare is receiving his slinre 
of the credit and the profit ; where tlio 
now industry Is given local support in 
I the period when that is needed and 
still receives that support when it 
I reaches prosperous maturity ; where 
! the farmer who brings In the product 
I of his labor may be sure ot a market 
I at a price that is fair and just ; where 
I the stranger receives every consldera- 
I tion and is not robbed. 

I In short, the true city Is a place 
where people can live In happiness tind 
! contentment, secure In the enjoyment 
j of pleasant homes, loyal friends and 
I prosperous business conditions — and 
j without the spirit of co-operation It is 
I Impossible for a city long to exist. 

SCHOOL GARDENING NOT FAD 

Tendency in Some Quarters Not to 

Regard New Development Serious- 
ly Is Decried. 

The federal bureau of education of 
the department of the interior has is- 
sued a pamphlet, “Gardening tn F.Io- 
mentary City Schools,” which covers 
the progress and prospects of school 
gardening. The testimony presented 
by school officials from cities of more 
than 5,000 population tn all parts of 
the country indicates that while gar- 
den work is offered In the schools of 
about four hundred cities and enthu- 
siastically praised by the school offi- 
cials of these cities, there is still a ten- 
dency In some quarters to regard it 
merely ns another educational fad. 
This it certainly Is not. The United 
States is still an agricultural country, 
and the teaching of gardening brings 
the schools at one point closer to the 
real business of the country than nny- 
liiing else taught, says the Indianapo- 
lis News. 

But of course there must be some 
system about teaching gardening. The 
natural desire for a garden mu&t be 
cultivated and conserved, so that the 
transition from piny to work can be 
accomplished. This is the problem of 
the' educators. Many cities have com- 
plained that they cannot get good 
teachers to undertake the work. The 
school authorities will have to culti- 
vate teachers as the children cultivate 
their gardens — that is, If they are t«i 
meet the demand. For It appears 
from the government report that scliool 
gardening has won its place. It has 
developed the home garden under 
school supervision, and this has proved 
not only its educational worth, but 
also its economic worth.

5TREANGA11E FISHING 


HI8 MAJESTY, THE BROOK TROUT. 

My Dear Buck: 

Without n doubt, oldtlmer, I feel 
like tacking the blue ribbon on the 
brook trout for being the wisest, 
liveliest and gamest of tho fresh-water 
fish. For downright norvo and fight, 
he Is in a class by himself and ho 
carries more tricks in his tail than 
ahy other fish. Ho is truly an Ameri- 
can and of a sturdy typo that can 
forago a living in any etream or 
spring-fed lake that is cool. Al- 
though he does not grow as large as 
his cousin, tho rainbow trout from 
tho West, or his foreign relative, the 
brown, or German trout, for his small > 
size and weight be puts up the kocuest 
fight of the trout family. 

Tho trout is a trim-built fish with 
graceful lines and his constant battle 
with swift currents makes him a 
strong, husky youngster. As a gen- 
eral thing he is found In the small 
flowing streams where the water is 
cool and fresh, while th.e rainbow and 
brown trout can thrive in warmer and 
deeper streams as well as lakes. As a 
rule 1 have found the rainbow and 
brown trout in the roily waters below 
(alls, in the swift rapids, and tho brook 
trout in the quieter pools, especially 
those with grassy beds. The trout 
Is a rapacious feeder, and takes hia 
food from the surface, in midwater 
and at the bottom; be is, however, 
mostly a surface feeder and dotes on 
flies, grasshoppers, insects, worms., 
•mail minnows and even small frogs. 

Trout Has Keen Bight. 

Undoubtedly he has the keenest 
sight of any fish, and he evidently 
watches bis prey before it strikes the 
water, as he will close his jaws on a 
fly the Instant It bits the water, often 
leaping up and catching it on the 
artng. It’s a pretty good guess that he 
watches the flies or insects as they 
fly over the water and this same sight 
makes It necessary for the rod wield- 
er to match his wits against those of 
Mr. B. Trout ' 

Trout are caught with artificial flies, 
grasshoppers, worms, minnows, crick- 
ets, grubs and almost -any small in- 
sects that are found along streams, 
also with very small spoons. When 
fishing with a fly it should be kept in 
motion, Khitatlng as near as possible 
the movements of a fly that has 
dropped on the surface and is strug- 
gliug to rise again. This can be ac- 
compHsbed by a slight broken twitch- 
ing of the wrist. When a trout takes 
the fly. strike quickly, but not with 
a heavy jerk, only a slight move of 
the wrist is necessary. In taking a 
fly he snaps bis jama together over 
the fly, but is quick to throw out the 
artificial feathery Bubstitute for a 
square meal. 

Lot Depends on Rod Work. 

The sport begins with a rush right 
after you book your fish and you sure 
have to work your gray matter. 
Buck, before you can creel u trout. 
He seems to know every rift, rooted 
hold, snag or windfall in the stream, 
and you got to keep your mind 
on the game to hold him from reach- 
ing cover, which means a lost fish and 
a snagged line. Let your rod do most 
of the work, that's what a good fly rod 
la for — keep your line tight, at no 
time give any slack, as the trout may 
not be securely booked, and a slack 
lino gives him a chance to cough out 
the fly. You will find the trout Is more 
quickly landed if worked down stream, 
especially with a large fish, aa the 
current Is In your favor. Keep the 
rod well up and the line shortened, 
as a short line gives better control 
over the fish and you need every astro 
bit of advantage, aa the sole object of 
tbe trout ta U> get away and nt that 
game he ie some little getter. 

Fish Beth Up and Down Stream. 

If you are fishing a slow running 
stream it la best to fish up stream 
and on awlft-running streams fish 
doom, making it a point to walk 
around pools and fish them from the 
lower end up to tbe bead. In fishing up 
stream the fly comes quickly down 
with tbe current, this can be slowed 
up by casting diagonally up and 
I across. 

! Trout Gorge Angleworms. 

Early In tbe season the common 
angleworm is considered a delicacy 
by tbe trout and tbis bait If floated 
I down stream under a shelving bank or 
around a log. which makes an ideal 
hiding place for trout, it’s a twenty-to- 
one shot that another flsh will be add- 
ed to the creeL Hook the worm so 
that tbe entire book is covered, using 
a No. 6 or 8 eaelled book. Always 
fish down stream with worms, as tbe 
natural action of tbe current carries 
the wonns down atream. Let tbe bait 
float from about thirty feet above tbe 
spot where you anticipate tbe trout 
are lying and threw In tbe ebulroB on 
all nuiiN.

F«rt Rirer Shipyard to Work Two or | 
Three Shifts. 1 , 

A Washington dispatch says : — 1 1 
Contracts for Hie construction of 24 
destroyers were awanlcd Saturday 
by Sec. Daniels, T?ighl going to the 
P'orc River Sliipbuilding Company, 
10 to the Union Iron Works and six ! 
to Cramps. The contracts are made | 
on a basis of cost plus 10 percent, 
the cost to be figured out by a board | 
of Navy otllcers. Tlic P'otir River ] 
Company bid on four, six or eight 
destroyers on this basis. 

The chief characteristic of the de- 
stroyers are ss follows : Displace- 
ment, 118.5 tons; speed, 3.5 knots; 
length, 310 feet: beam, 31 feet; 
armament, four four-inch guns, four 
torpedo tubes and two onc-poiindcr 
automatic antiaircraft guns. The 
limit of cost is 11,300,000 each. 

Tho department established a pre- 
cedent by awarding contracts on the 
same day that bids were opened. 

Every offer to the department was 
accepted, and builders who did not 
submit figures have been called upon 
for estimates as to how many ad- 
ditional destroyers each can take. 

The concerns have promised to 
keep at least 70 percent of llioir 
working forces on Government work 
and to woik two and three shifts if 
possible, the overtime charges being 
included in the cost on which the 
profit percentage will be based.

NEW WEYMOUTH TERMINAL 

State Scitei by EnineBt Domain Land 
in Bramtrcc and Qnincy- 

The State Iloanl has noted prompt- 
ly tinder the niitliority to lake 94 
acres of land bordering on Hay- 
wards creek for a big terminal for 
Weymoutli, Ibaintreo, (Quincy and 
Brockton, and the State seized tin 
vSatlirday by right of eminent domain, 
land in Imtli Braintree and l^iiinoy. 

The land lies along the southerly 
^aidc of Howard avenue from Hast 
Howard street to the Korc Uiver ship- 
yard and along Hast Howard street 
to Quincy avenue, thence running 
along Quincy avenue well to the Kast 
Braintree side and back toward Fore 
River. It is estimated that 30 acres 
of land are taken in Quincy and 60 
acres in Braintree. 

The (Quincy land taken belonged 
to Capl. Marcus S. Wight, Perry 
Green, City of Quincy, Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation, Mrs. A. J. 
Briggs, Miss Hannah Anderson, 
William Cashman, Sidney Smith, 
Iftnry M. Faxon, Frank S. Patch, 
the estate of .S. F. Newcomb and 
Thomas A. Watson. 

The Braintree land taken belongs 
to the American Tube Works of .Som- 
erville, the estate of Kliphat Hay- 
ward, tlie Ferdinand estate t nd 
Charles Hayward. 

The total assessed valuation of the 
property in question is said to ap- 
proximate ?100,000 wliich sum will 
undoubtedly be paid to tlic owneis 
by the State. 

In a statement issued to the press | 
recently Mr. Cole, chairman of the | 
Watcrw’jiys Commission, iiniiliod llial ' 
the Fore River Company have already 
Icasctl a large part of the proposed 
terminal. “That alone,” said Mr. 
Cole, “will mean employment for 
4,000 more men at the Fore River 
plant. 

“Furtlier, when the terminal is de- 
veloped, it should mean cheaper coal 
and lumber for the southeastern sec- 
tion of Massachusetts. Coal and lum- 
ber may be brought by water to the 
new terminal and there reshipped. At 
present most of the coal and lumber 
for that section of the state is carried 
by rail. The terminal should also do 
much to develop the crude oil indus- 
try, as yet in its infancy.” 

Mr. Cole said that while nothing 
deflnite bad been settled the commis- 
sion had two tentative leases one 
from a coal company and the other 
from a lumber concern. 

This gigantic step in such a direc- 
tion is only a more firm substantia- 
tion of the undeniable fact that Wey- 
mouth, Braintree and Quincy are 
forging ahead with remarkable rapid 
ity toward commercial importance.

Wild roses abound In great variety 
over practically all the temperate re- 
gions of the earth. Man has taken 
advantage of this and has npproprln- 
iited the most pleasing wild forms for 
Ids use. In addition, he has so modi- 
lied and Improved the wild sorts by 
breeding and selection that now there 
Is a rose for every need. 

Lawn and Border Roses. 
Selection and breeding have bees 
practiced with this best loved of all 
flowers for ages, and have resulted in 
the development <>f u multitude of 
rose varieties, some of which are 
adapted to use under almost any con- 
ceivable conditions. Ity familiarizing 
himself before the planting seasons In 
fall and spring with the dilTerent types 
of ruses and th«‘ purposes for which 
they are especially suited, the rose 
gardener In city or country may add 
greatly to the attractiveness of bis 
home. 

Hoses for use on lawns and along 
tmrders must have habits of growth 
and foliage which fit them particu- 
larly for mass elTects. Foliage, in fact, 
ts more to Ite de.sired under such con- 
ditions than fine flowers, since It is a 
feature during the wiiole growing sea- 
aon, while the flowers may cover a pe- 
' riod less than a fortnight in length. 
When suitable sorts are chosen, roses 
are quite as appropriate and effective 


One fine rose which 
has been found • adihlr- 
able for this landscape 
planting Is the Rugosa 
or Wrinkled Japanese 
rose. It Is hardy In the 
North, succee<ls well In 
the South, and thrives 
within reach of ocean 
spray. It blooms nearly 
all summer. Both red 
and white varieties are 
available. The Carolina 
rose, also suitable for 
lawn use, thrives In the 
entire territory east of 
the Ml.ssl.sslppl river, suc- 
ceeding especially well in 
moist places. Both these 
varieties are relatively tall, reaching a 
height of from 0 to 8 feet. The 
Hosa luclda, a wild type native 
from rennsylvanla north, is, on the 
other band, desirable for a low ground 
cover 2 to 3 feet high. It grows well 
at the seaside and under other ad- 
verse conditions. The I’ralrie rose has 
a wider range than any of the other 
roses named above, being native from 
Canada to Florida and west to Wis- 
consin, Nebraska and Texas. It Is a 
single variety and thrives under ad- 
verse conditions. Among the other 
roses which may bo particularly use- 
ful for landscape planting are the Ar- 
kansas rose. Sweet Brier, Rosa eglan- 
terla or Rosa lutea. Dwarf I'olyantha, 
Cabbage _ro^, and the Damask rose. 

The roses classed In the lawn and 
border group are adapted to a wide 
range of soil conditions and may be 
counted on to succeed in any but ex- 
tremely heavy or very sandy soils. 
Many of them will do well even ou 
such soil types. The principal essen- 
tials are thorough drainage and a plen- 
tiful supply of organic matter, with a 
reasonably constant water supply dur- 
ing the growing season. In general n 
soil capable of growing good garden 
or Held crops is suitable for roses. Tlie 
deeper the soil and the better the 
preparation at the beginning, the 
more satisfactory will be the results. 

The best fertilizer for roses Is rotted 
cow manure, though any other well- 
rotted manure or good compost will 
serve the purpose. Fresh manure, es- 
pecially horse manure, should be 
avoided, though If no other manure is 
available it may be used with extreme 
care. It must not come In direct con- 
tact with the roots when planting nor 
should any quantity of It be used Im- 
mediately beneath the plant to cut off 
direct connection with the subsoil and 
the water supply. Of the commercial 


frozen when received they should be 
placed where they will thaw gradn- 
ally and should not be unpacked until 
there Is no question that the frost ts 
out 

More plants are killed by undue ex- 
posure of roots at planting time than 
from any other cause. No matter how 
short the distance to the permanent 
planting location, plants shouid he 
taken there with the roots thoroughly 
covered. Tho roots may be placed In 
a bucket of water while removing to 
the planting ground and until plant- 
ing, or they may be puddled In a mix- 
ture of thin clay and then kept cov- 
ered with wet burlap or other protec- 
tion. Care should be taken that the 
clay does not become dry before

fertilizers, ground bone Is excellent ns 
additional food. It will not, iiowever, 
answer as a substitute for un abun- 
dant supply of compost. Cottonseed 
meal, where it Is cheap enough, may 
be used ns a substitute for bone. Wtxid 
ashes are sometimes a helpful addi- 
tion or, wlien they are not available, 
lime and muriate of potash may be 
used and should be aitplied separate- 
ly. Rose growers Itavlng only sandy 
soils should make more frequent ap- 
plications of manure than those deal- 
ing with the heavier soils, since the 
organic mutter burns out more rut)id- 
ly in a soil rich In sand. 

The chief consideration In the plant- 
ing plau for roses for landscape ef- 
fects Is that the plants should be so 
spaced that when they reach maturity 
tliey will come together without over- 
crowding. The habits of growth of 
the particular varieties chosen will be 
the determining factor. The spacing 
should in general range from 2 to 6 
feet. Karly spring pluuting Is best in 
the extreme northern part of the 
United States and on the western 
{>luln8 wliere there are strong drying 
winds in winter. In other regions fall 
|)lantiog is advantageous but not suf- 
flciently so to warrant iiostponlng 
planting from spring until autumn. 
When |>ossible, however. It is well 
enough to push planting in the fall 
ratlier than to wait until spring. 
Spring planting should be done as 
soon us tlie ground is dry enough to 
work, or when it springs apart after 
being squeezed in tlie hand. Full 
pluuting Is best done us soon as the 
i leaves have fallen from trees aiid 
bushes. 

I'lunting metiio<ls for border and 
lawn ros4-s apply also to practically all 
other roses. Stock should be planted 
us soon us {Missilde after it arrives. 
' When it is impossible to plant im- 
mediately. the plants sltould ite placed 
in u treni'h uml the ri>ots covered. If 
tlie plant nsits are dry wlieu received, 
soaking them iu water un Imur or 
more l>efi>re this heeling-in is done is 
desirable, if tlie stems are slirlvele<i. 
pluuipiie.Nfi may be restored and 
grow til Injured by burying liie whole 
1 plant for a few days. If the plants are

planting. It Is Important to set the 
plants a little deeper than tliey were 
before. If planted too deep, however, 
the bark of the buried stems would be 
Injured and growth would be checketl 
until new roots form nearer the sur- 
face. 

In planting dormant bushes it is de- 
sirable to trim the ends of broken 
roots and any that are too long Just 
before they are put Into the hole, so 
that there will be smooth, fresh sur- 
faces which cun callus and heal over. 
It is usual to have this fresh-cut sur- 
face on the under side of the root. The 
hole In which the bush is to be 
planted should he several Inches 
larger across than the roots will ex- 
tend and ample In depth, with n little 
loose earth on the bottom. The roots 
should be separated well In all direc- 
tions with tlie soil well worked In 
among them, separating them into 
layers, each of which should be spread 
out like the lingers of the hand. When 
the hole Is partially full, the plant 
slioiild be shaken up and down so as 
to make sure it is In close contact 
with the soil under tlie crown where 
the roots branch. When the roots are 
well covered the soil should be firmed. 
This is best done by tramping. If the 
soil Is in proper condition tramping 
cannot Injure the plants. This will 
leave n depression about them, but all 
the roots will be covered. 

When all are planted, each one may 
be watered, although thin usually is 
not necessary, especially If the roots 
have been puddled before planting. If 
water is applied, permit It to soak in 
about the roots and then fill the hole 
with dry earth. Do not trump after 
watering. With the soil wet It would 
be Injurious to compact it more. If 
not watered the depression should be 
filled with loose eartli the same ns 
though It had been watered. After 
planting no watering should be done 


be avoided. Most of the roses stif- 
ge8te«1 for Imrder planting are Im- 
proveil by having the wiiole top cut 
off every flve or six .vears. All prun- 
ing of these roses should be done In 
the spring, ns summer or fall pruning 
would remove the hips prematurely 
and thus rob the plants of much of 
their attractiveness during the winter. 

Border and lawn roses are hardy 
and need protection only under ex- 
tremely frying conditions. In the 
arid plains region. If the autumn has 
been exceptionally dry, It may be ad- 
visable the first winter to provide n 
go«Ml mulching after the soil bus been 
thoroiighl.v soaked. Covering will be 
unnecessary. 

Rotes for the Arbor and Trellia. 

The character of the foliage iiml 
hardiness .should lie Important consid- 
erations in clioosing tyiies of climliing 
roses for covering arbors, trellises, 
pergolas, |)illars and similar struc- 
tures. Roses used In this way are 
usually In conspicuotis places and flow- 
ers can be depemh'd on for ornamen- 
tal elTects for a relatively short perloil 
only dtirlng the year. Climbing roses 
with a poor leaf development or those 
especially liable to attack by Insects 
and dl.seiises, therefore, make bnt n 
poor appearance. The climbing ro#es 
are divided rouglily Into two dl\isl<»ns. 
The pillar roses are those not growing 
more than 0 or S feet high. The more 
vigorously growing roses of tlie group 
are the climbers or ramlilers. 

Of the trellis and arbor roses tho 
members of the Wlchuralana or Me- 
morial group are among those most 
resistant to disease and Insect attack. 
They have foliage pleasing to the eye 
throughout practically all seasons. 
The blos.soms are white and single. 
The Multifiora climbers flower in 
clusters. Many of them, however, es- 
pecially the so-called ramlilers, are 
subject to mildew nnil Insect attack*. 
They are reasonably hardy In the 
North. Roses of the Laevigata grotip, 
represented by the Cherokee, on the 
other hand, require a warm climate. 
This Is true also of the roses of the 
climbing Noisette group repreacnte<l 
by the MnrechnI Niel and Lamarque. 
These roses are suitable for culture 
only In the warmer sections wiiere the 
winter temperature seldom falls below 
10 degrees F. above zero. 

Climbing roses require large quanti- 
ties of plant food. The body of good 
soil available should be equal to a 
mass ,3 feet square and 30 Inches deep. 
A hole of this volume should be dug 
and filled with good garden soil mixed 
with well-rotted manure. Climbers, 
like nil other roses, require good 
drainage*. No roses will thrive wiiere 
water stands about their roots. I'lunt-

unless very dry weather follows, and 
even then care must be exercised not 
to overdo It till after growth starts. 
In watering, it Is desirable to draw 
away some earth from about the bush, 
apply the water, and after it has 
soaked in draw dry earth about the 
plant again. 

Tlie purisises for which roses are 
planted largely will determine the 
pruning methods to lie employeil. At 
the time of planting border and lawn 
roses one-half to two-thirds of the 
wood sliould be removed. At later 
prunings weak brandies should be 
taken off, and long canes that would 
be liable to whip around uud loosen 
I the plant should be cut buck. As fur 
‘ us practicable, pruniiig other than this 
, should be accomplished by cutting out 
whole brunches rather than by cutting 
, off the ends. After the first year, 
pruning should consist of removing 
dead, dying, or weak wixxl. and cross- 
ing branches, including any that may 
' lie found with dise-olored pith. Cut- 
, ting off the ends of nraiiches should

ing should be done carefully ns in the 
case of roses for landscape purposes. 
This method has already been de- 
scribed. 

Special pruning methods tnust be 
employed for ciimbing roses. These 
methods are determined by more or 
less of a compromise between the tle- 
slre, on the one hand, to force the 
growth of blossom-bearing, new wood, 
by removing old wood, anti, on the 
other hand, the desire to keep arbors 
and similar structures at least partial- 
ly coveretl. One-half of the wood 
should be pruneil from all the climb- 
ers, as from the other types of roses, 
at planting time. In the case of the 
established plants the Wichuralunu 
and hardy climbing roses should be 
pruned Just after blooming. At this 
time young shoots will have started 
from the roots. The growth of these 
shoots should be encouraged, us it Is 
from them that most of the branches 
are produced that bear the following 
year's bliKim. The best way is to re- 
move all the old woml at this time, so 
that all the strength will go Into the 
young shiMits. Where the roses are 
trained over a trellis so high that one 
season's growth will not cover it, the 
method Just described is not (iracti- 
cable. In such cases some of the old 
shoots sliould be cut off at the ground, 
and tlie otliers sliould lie shortened 
from 3 to 0 feet, depending on the 
amount of growth the vine bus been 
making each year. New shoots should 
be trained to take the place of those 
removed. It should be kept constunt- 
I ly in mind that the |>reB4*nt year's 
I growth bears next year's flowering 
I branches and that a few vigorous 
' branches are more desirable than 
! many weak ones.

BITS OF THINGS 


By LIMA R. ROSE. 

Violets are the flowers that seem 
most in vogue always. Unfortunately 
their season is short in comparison 
with the numerous hothouse flowers. 
Notwithstanding the vast strides this 
industry has made In the past ten 
vears, violet culture Is little under- 
stood. Raising them to perfection In- 
volves endless care and continual bat- 
tle against insect life at the leaf and 
stem, while rot may attack the root. 
Then comes constant cultivation every 
day in the year. 

In the spring nil plants ore thrown 
away and tlie houses restocked and nil 
tile earth taken out and replenished 
from n new supply. During the win- 
ter months various stimulating fertiliz- 
ers must be used on the soil and all 
vegetable growth cleared away. If al- 
lowed to accumulate it would sap tiie 
strength of tlie plants and absorb the 
nutriment given by this top dressing. 
Then the withered leaves, dead or poor 
dooms, must bo removed, and water 
.,'iven in tho right quantities. 

The principal revenue In tlie violet 
'luslness is reaped from November to 
May. In this respect it differs from 
regular greenhouses where nil varie- 
ties of flowers are grown. After May 
Hie vlidets grow smaller as the heat 
increases. Then the plants are thrown 
out and the houses thoroughly renovat- 
ed and emptied preparatory to the 
planting of tlie now stock. The prop- 
agating liouses arc then emptied also, 
the young plants being transplanted, 
as far as desired, in the regular 
houses, nr set in the open ground fur 
a few weeks, after which the planting 
of the houses is compieted and the 
surplus stock sold. By autumn these 
cuttings have grown into full-fledged 
plants and commenced to bloom. 
These bloomers are small at first, but 
gradually increase in size us the cold

are the work of the fall web worm, 
and the torch is the remedy. 

Mosquitoes bad? Take a looki 
around and see if there is not a pool 
of stagnant water or a rain barrel 
near the house. The pests breed In' 
such places. 

Go over the vines and pinch off the 
weak and spindling fruit brnnche3,i 
and then give the strong ones a clnince 
to grow. 

Weeds going to seed right along 
now? Get very busy with the scythe, 
the mower, the hoc and everything 
else that will put them out of busi- 
ness. Kill that detestable weed, bur- 
dock. It flowers once every two 
years, and If the plant Is cut off below 
the ground after the flowering stalk 
appears. It will trouble you no more. 

Get rid of your old bnriied-wlre 
fences Just ns soon as possible. They 
lire too dangerous. 


PLANTS FOR SANDY SOIL 


Good plants for sandy soli are ver- 
benas, asters and phlox. These are 
nil annuals and do particularly well In 
this soil. 

Latrix, hinzing star or gay feather 
Is a capital plant for sandy soil, al- 
though it does well in any good soil. 
It is n hardy perennial, with long 
spikes of purple and rosy purple flow- 
ers, blooming from July to September, 
and growing from three to four feet 
high. 


TAKE CARE OF YOUR FERNS 

If your Boston fern becomes yellow 
and droopy-Iooking and refuses to re- 
Kfiond to your most loving efforts to 
clieer and rouse, it, here is u fertilizer 
tliiit Is said to give tlie most wonder- 
ful rc'sults. Use one tulilespoonful of 
dibasic ammonium pliospliato and ono 
of potassium nitrate, dls.solved in ono 
gallon of water. Four one pint of tho 
solution on the roots of the fern once 
a week for tiiree weeks. In tlm meun- 
tiine give the plant a little pi 'In water 
every other day. This will firove a 
valuaiile Ionic and invariably produce 
'new growtii.
